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Hague, April 9. 
HE Skates have caus'd a Regulation 
‘ (dated the 15th of laft Month) to 
‘ be publith’d, concerning the Subor- 
* dination of their Officers, the Dif- 
* cipine of War, and feveral other 
‘ things tending to the obferving of good Orders in 
‘the Army. Some of the moft remarkable Articles 
‘ of that Regulation are as follow. 
Articles touching the giving of Orders to the hir'd 

- Troops. 

Firft, That the hir’d Troops fhall be intirely fub- 
ject to the Orders of the State, that is, fuch of them 
as are hir'd by the State only ; and to the Orders of 
England and of the State jointly, for fuch Troops 
as are hir'd in common between them ; except what- 
ever to the contrary is exprefly and plainly ftipulated 
inthe Treaties. 

Secondly, That the Generals of the hir’d Troops 
fhall not pretend to determine whether the Orders 
that fhall be given them on behalf of England and 
of the States are agreeable to the Treaties or not: 
But fhall be obedient to them without any Limita- 
tion or Referve ; except only in Cafes that are de- 
termin’d by the exprefs Words of the Treaties ; lea- 
ving it otherwife to England and the States to anfwer 
for the Orders that fhall be given them. 

Thirdly, That the Generals of the hir’d Troops, 
who fhall difobey fuch Orders, thall anfwer for their 
Offence before the general Court-Martial of the 
Army. 

Pourthl That the Princes, of whom the Troops 
are hir’d, have no Authority to limit by fecret Or- 
ders the Subordination of the faid Troops under the 
Orders of England, and of the State; but fhall 
truft to England and the States that they will give 
no Orders that are contrary to the Treaties ; and if 
they find they have, they muft complain thereof to 
them ; in which Cafe whatever has been done con- 
a tothe Treaties fhall be redrefs’d according to 

ce. 
Articles relating to Military Difcipline. 

_ Nocriminal Sentence pafs’d in the Army, fhall be 
executed without an Order in Writing from the Velt- 
Marfhal, or from the General in Chief of the Troops 
of the State commanding in the Army 3 without 
neverthelefs fubjecting thereby the Sentences to the 
Judgment of the Generals, or giving them any Right 
of approving or difapproving the fame, any other- 
wife than by way of Pardon; and that too under 
the following Reftrictions. 

Viz. That during the Campaign, the Velt-Mar-

fhal thall have Power to grant a Pardon for all. 


Crimes committed in the Army, not only by the 
common Soldiers, but by the Officers likewife, to 
the Captains inclufively : but not till after having 
taken the Advice of the Council of War, and with 
the Confent of the Field-Deputies : Yet if there be 
no Field-Deputies in the Army, with the Advice of 
the Council of War only. : 

Except in Cafes of High Treafon, Treafon, Cow- 
ardice , wilful Murder, and the like enormous 
Crimes, which the Velt-Marthal fhall in no wife

The General in Chief of the Armies of the 
State thall caufe the Fifcal to take Information of a 
the Diforders that fhall be committed by the hir'd 
Troops, as foon as they come to his Knowledge, 
whether the Parties aggriev'd make their Complaints 
to him or not. 

After which he hall deliver the Informations he 
has taken into the Hands of the commanding General 
of the Troops, that have been guilty of thofe Dif- 
orders; and therewith prefcribe to him in Writing 
a fhort and peremptory time to do Juftice therein ; 
upon Pain that in default thereof the Affair fhall be 
judg’d by the Court-Martial of the Army. 

And he hall caufe the Sentences given in fuch 
Cafes to be thewn him, before they are put in Exe- 
cution. 

He fhall oblige the Conrt Martials of the forreign 
Troops, as well as of the Switzers, to, conform 
themfelves to the Articles of War and military Ordi- 
nances of thefe Provinces, and not to any other 
Laws or Cuftoms. 

He fhall likewife take Care that they refrain from 
granting why Pardon ; tho’ it be cuftomary among 
them. | 

He fhall, whenever for good Reafons he finds it 
requifite fo todo, caufe the Fifcal of the Generality 
to affift in the Couit-Martials of the hir'd Troops : 
Not to do any Function there, either of Judge or 
Accufer, but to take Notice, and that he may be 
able to make his Report, whether fuch Court-Mar- 
tials proceed regularly, and do Juftice according to 
the Articles of War, and other military Ordinances 
of thefe Countries. 

He hall likewife caufe the faid Fifcal to have 
Accefs to all the criminal Records, Books of Sen- 
tences, and other Regifters, relating to the Courts 
of military Juftice that fhall have been held by the 
Fifcals, Auditors, Clerks, or Regifters of the faid 
forreign Troops. 

Articles relating to the Quarters of the Generals. 

The Field-Deputies, and the Veldt-Marfhal of the 
Troops of the State, or in their Abfence the General 
in Chief of the Troops of the State in a confede- 
rate Army, fhall have an Enfign upon their Guard. 

In like manner, a General commanding an Army 
apart, fhall have an Enfign on his Guard: And 
except thefe, no other Perfon whatever. 

The Guards of the Generals thall be taken out of 
the whole Army, as all other Guards are: Nor thall 
the Generals themfelves be permitted to take them 
out of their own Regiments, thereby to excufe them 
from other Services, with this Exception only, that 
the Guard of the Collenel-General of the Switzers 
fhall be taken from the Swifs Regiments. . 

The Generals fhall have no ftronger a Guard at 
their Quarters, than the Guard that ufually belongs 
to them ; much lefs fhall they make any Troops en- 


camp without the Line, for the Security of their 


arters: And in general, no Troops fhall be en- 
cana without the Line unlefs the General in Chief 


think fit to have it fo, for reafons relating to the Ser- 


vice, 
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The Generals thall quarter fo near the Troops, 
that on the leaft Alarm, they may immediately be ar 
the Head of them: And where there are no Houfes 
wichia half a Quarter of a League at moft from the 
Place where the Generals have their re{pective Pofts, 
they encamp upon their Pofts. 

No Brigadicr, nor leffer Officer fhall quarter in 
Houles or Barns, but encamp with the Troops, each 
at his Poft; upon forfeiture of 3 Months of all their 
ordirary and excraordinary Salaries by all Generals; 
Brigadiers, and inferiour Officers who thall tranigrefs 
this and rhe foregoing Ar:icle re{pectively. 

The Quarters of the Generals thall be fettled by 
the Quaarter- Maftér-General of the, Army within 
the above-limitted Diftance, nor fhal! che Generals 
affume tu themfelves the Difpofition thereof, nor ex: 


prefs any Diffarisfaction againlt the Quarter- Mafter- 


General, on account of the Quarters aifign’d chem : 
But if they think their Quarrers not fit for them, they 
muft apply themfelves for Redrefs to the General in 
Chief of the Strate. 
Articles relating to Secrecy. 

The chief Deliberations conterning the Operations 
of War thail be in the Breaft of the General who 
commands the Army in Chicf, and of the Field- 
Deputies, in purfuance of their In{tructions, and of 
their High. Mightyneffes Refolution of the 30h of 

une inthe Year 1702. 

In a Confederate Army,the Chief General of the 
State, if the General in Chief be in the Service of 
England, and vice verfa, fhall have part in all the 
‘Deliberations, provided he be of a higher Character 
than Lieutenant General : And this too in conformi. 
ty to the aforefaid Refolution of their High Mighty- 
‘nefles, wits 

“The Gencral in Chief of the Srate fiallin moft 
Oécafions ask the Opinion of the Generals of the 
Horfe arid of the Foor, that of the Lieutexant Ge- 
nerals only in igportant Occafions, and that of the 
Major Generals very feldom, concerning the Opera- 
tions the War. 

All Orders, ot how {mall moment foever, fhall be 
given Gut in the Prefence of no others whoever they 
be, bur fuch only as muft havea fhare in the Know- 
ledge and Execution of. them. 

‘The Generals of the Romith- Religion fhall have 
noge but fecular Priefts to attend them, and fuch as 
are Natives and Inhabitants of thefe Provinces ; 
Upon whom the Fifcal of the Generality is com- 
mandédtokeepanatrowEye. 

Articles touching Safeguards. 

Ip an Aimy compos'd of che Troops of England 
and of this Scare, no. Man fhall give Safeguards, 
according co the Agrcement with the Duke of Marl- 
borough, but the General commanding in Chief ; 
éxcept when the~General next to him is a Veldt- 
Masthal, in which Cafe the Safeguards shall be given 
in the Name of both the firft Generals, and fign’d 
by both of shem. 

‘The Secretaries of the,2 faid chief Generals thall 
take care to have always a good Number of Safe-, 
guards ready figon'd, to be given our, ro thofe that 
come to defire them: And the 2 mention’d Secreta-, 
ries thall keep a true Account of the Safeguards 
given our, and of the Maney receiv’d for them, that 
it may be divided hetween the 2 abovefaid Generals, 
adjufting ch Accompt every Month. 

For a living Safegaard,no more hall be paid by 
the Day chan one_ Piftole for the General, and one. 
Rixdotlar for the Trooper, above the -Expence for 
him and his 

No Safeguzrd Money fhall be paid in the Lands 
under che Jurisdiction. of the Srate : Neverthelefs 
Safeguards thafl noc be refus’d to fuch.as have need 
of them for their Security, 

Safeguards thall not be forc’d upon any; Man. 

_ Nei her fhall a Safeguard be given to, any. Village, 
Convent, or Gentleman’s Houfe, but at the exprefs 
Defire of the Parties concern'd. 

The Convents and Gentlemens Houfes that belong 

to Villages, and are not at a confiderable Diftance

from them, fhall be included ufdef thé Safeguard ¢ 
the Villages. 

No Safeguard thall be given againft forraging the 
Product of the Ground, which may be forrag’d a. 
cording to the ancient Cuftom of forraging.

Safeguard, but, once for all, as much as jis Paid a 
Day for a living Safeguard, betides a Rixdollas in
